The noted architect, who pi­

expectedly yesterday in a hotel 
room a t Brockenhurst, England, 
while on a pleasure trip. 
A heart attack caused death. 
Mrs. G ilbert and their daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Charles Morgan Post, 
were at his bedside.

planned to sail Saturday for the 
United States after spending a 
m onth in England.

Which is more important to the indu stries and 
homes of the nation — tobacco or electric pow­ 
er?

If that qu estionnaire were sent ou t to a rep­ 
resentativ e g rou p of citizens, electricity wou ld 
win by an ov erwhelming v ote.
